IT IS INTERESTING to note the reaction of New York 
merchants to the early show and one can trace a feeling 
of jealousy among them over the unusual encroachment 
of the automobile industry, in this period. I get this feel- 
ing in a couple of paragraphs from the New York cor- 
respondents of the Detroit Free Press, who declares 
“New York stores are privately not at all keen for the 
timing of this year’s automobile show. They feel that 
the motor trade is inherently the most serious rival of 
retail trade and that a large volume of auto sales as a 
result of the show will have an adverse effect on 
Christmas shopping. Most people have more money to 

} spend in November than in January.”

In the 
last year compilation these states accounted for 64 per 
cent of the total for the month. If this ratio holds true 
for the month just past it now seems likely that the 
total will fall between 160,000 and 165,000 units. The de- 
cline in September is due entirely to the fact that produc- 
tion on 1935 models had practically been halted and 
dealers in many cases were without cars to sell. Actually 
the total for September this year would be comparable to 
November, 1934, insofar as seasons are concerned, but in 
spite of the earlier models changes this year, September 
will top the same month a year ago by a good margin.

Ahead during the short selling season of 1935 as 
Of 1934 they sold during all of 1934. That they 


have done and exceedingly good job in 
this direction by not only selling as many cars as were 
sold during the entire 12 months but topping that total by 
a wide margin, To date, counting new passenger car 
registrations for the first eight months plus 32 states for 
September, sales have totaled 2,085,743 units as compared 
with 1,513,156 for the same period last year and 1,888,557 
for the entire 12 months of 1934.

A decision of automobile manufacturers 
not to participate in the conference at 
Washington which has as its aim the pos- 
sible revival of NRA was transmitted to 
‘Major George L. Berry, co-ordinator for 
industrial co-operation early this week. In a letter from 
the Automobile Manufacturers Assn., Berry was informed 
that the industry saw no useful purpose in a discussion 
of the proposal to reinstate a management-labor set-up 
similar to that which existed under NRA. 

The conference was to be called by Berry to determine 
whether or not the majority of business men desired a 
continuation of the NRA and the motor makers in their 
reply said they did feel that the time was opportune for 
such a conference. They indicated their willingness to 
consider such a conference at a later date when Berry’s 
studies had been further developed. 

It was reported Monday night that the automobile in- 
dustiy had been the first to reject the proposal for a 
conference. It was understood that better than 5,000 
business men had been invited to participate in the hear- 
ings and that 70 per cent of these favored some form of 
NRA. The results of the conference were to serve as a 
guide for the legislative program of the administration 
this year.
